DARLASTON  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  submitting  my  report  for  1950. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  were  no  cases  of 
Diphtheria  during  the  year.  While  we  rejoice  we  must  still  be 
on  the  alert  because  while  we  can  report  no  cases  for  1950  we  must 
work  away  to  try  and  keep  up  that  record  in  years  to  come. 

It  would  also  be  good  to  be  able  to  re})ort  that  there  was  no 
one  who  needs  a house,  not  able  to  have  one.  Great  responsibility 
lies  on  Local  Government  to  see  that  money  is  expended  to  the 
best  possible  advantage.  W’hen  money  is  not  plentiful  each 
economy  must  be  scrutinised,  for  sometimes  what  appears  to  be 
economy  at  the  time  initiates  the  need  for  s])ending  money  in 
later  years.  It  has  also  to  be  remembered  that  the  best  possible 
comfort  and  amenities  for  the  family  must  be  provided  so  that  the 
provision  of  houses  must  take  a great  deal  of  thought  and  must 
not  be  rushed  unduly. 

Your  encouragement  and  interest  has  helped  the  Public 
Health  Department,  and  we  thank  you  for  it.

Darlaston  has  many  industries  within  its  borders.  The  area 
covered  by  industry  is  large  in  proportion  to  its  size  as  a town. 
The  industries  include  nuts  and  bolts,  drop  forgings,  cycles,  precast 
concrete,  tractor  parts,  twines  and  ropes,  soap  and  candles,  heavy 
castings,  electric  washing  machines  and  galvanised  holloware. 

The  Manager  of  the  Employment  Exchange  has  very  kindly 
given  me  the  following  report  : — 

“ The  employment  position  during  1950  like  1949,  in  both 
industry  and  trade,  was  generally  favourable  and  productivity 
well  maintained.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  some  misgivings 
arose  in  the  manufacturing  industries  owing  to  reduced  supplies 
of  certain  materials,  mainly  steel  sheet,  but  despite  the  difficulties 
which  this  caused,  employers  happily  avoided  the  harsh  necessity 
of  suspending  or  discharging  workpeople. 

Unemployment  in  the  area  remained  negligible.  No  industrial 
disputes  were  reported  during  the  year,  and  Darlaston  industry 
and  trade  can  take  pride  therefore  in  the  great  contribution  it  made 
towards  stabilising  the  country’s  economy.”

Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Martin  Street,  Stafford,  deals 
with  any  bacteriological  or  bio-chemical  investigation  of  disease 
found  to  be  necessary. 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

Admission  to  this  is  arranged  through  the  Public  Health 
Department  or  in  emergency  on  application  by  the  General 
Practitioner  direct  to  the  hospital. 

Smallpox  Hospital. 

Admission  of  a case  of  smallpox  is  arranged  through  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

Treatment  can  be  obtained  either  at  the  Manor  Hospital, 
Walsall,  or  at  the  Wolverhampton  Royal  Hospital. 

General  Hospitals. 

Admission  is  arranged  by  the  General  Practitioner  direct  with 
the  hospital. 

Maternity  Hospitals. 

The  patient’s  doctor  arranges  admission  when  it  is  necessary 
on  medical  grounds.  If  admission  on  any  other  ground  is  thought 
desirable  application  should  be  made  to  the  Health  Visitor,  Jane 
Mills  Institute,  Rectory  Avenue,  Darlaston. 

Midwifery. 

Midwives  for  the  district  are  provided  by  the  Stafford  County 
Council. 

Health  Visitors. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  staff  the  County  Council  were  only 
able  to  provide  two  Health  Visitors  for  Darlaston  during  1950. 
The  prospect  of  more  help  is  not  bright. 
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Ambulance  Service. 

The  Ambulance  Depot  is  now  at  Willenhall.  Telephone  Xo. 
Willenhall  5S0. 

Home  Helps. 

This  service  for  Darlaston  is  administered  by  the  County 
Council  through  their  Area  Office  at  Wednesbury.  It  is  difficult 
to  recruit  the  right  type  of  worker  in  this  district  for  this  work, 
although  the  need  for  a home  help  service  is  perhaps  more  here 
than  in  some  other  parts  of  the  country. 

Diphtheria. 

Xo  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year.  Two  cases 
were  suspected  but  not  confirmed. 

I am  now  getting  a copy  of  the  Area  Health  Committee's 
Quarterly  Reports  which  amongst  other  information  gives  the 
number  of  children  in  Darlaston  immunised  against  Diphtheria. 

This  arrangement  only  started  in  the  middle  of  IhoO,  so  I am 
unable  to  give  you  this  year’s  hgures  but  I shall  be  able  to  do  so  in 
subsequent  years. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

14  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  to  me  comparing  with 
39  during  1949.  The  cases  on  the  whole  were  mild. 

Measles. 

In  19o()  there  were  78  cases  of  Measles  notihed  to  me  whereas 
there  were  133  in  1949;  There  was  one  death  from  Measles. 

Whooping  Cough. 

During  the  year  there  were  44  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 
comparing  with  20  in  1949.  There  was  one  death  from  Whooping 
Cough. 

As  it  is  generally  some  comj)lication  of  Measles  or  W'hooping 
( ough  that  causes  death  it  is  essential  that  a physician  should  be 
consulted  early  when  a child  develops  these  diseases. 

Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

19  suspected  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  during  the  year 
and  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  five  cases.  Only  in  one  of  these 
cases  was  there  any  residual  paralysis. 

Smallpox. 

Xo  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis. 

18  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  brought  to  my  notice  during  the 
year,  which  number  include  three  brought  to  my  notice  by  death. 
In  1949,  19  cases  plus  five  cases  notified  by  death  were  reported. 
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Eight  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  occurred  during  the  year 
comparing  with  16  in  1949. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  227  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
on  the  register  as  compared  with  219  at  the  end  of  1949. 

Recent  advances  in  chemotherapy  have  influenced  the 
successful  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  considerably.

Bentley  District  is  supplied  by  the  Wolverhampton  Corpora- 
tion Water  Department.  The  supply  in  this  district  is  now 
adequate  for  all  houses  in  this  area. 


HOUSING. 

The  Housing  Manager  has  very  kindly  given  me  the  following 
information  : — 

“ During  the  period  January  Ist/December  31st,  1950,  41 
applicants  were  rehoused,  including  nine  tenants  of  demolition 
property. 
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In  addition,  by  exchanges,  some  with  the  co-operation  of 
private  landlords,  a further  81  applicants  were  removed  to  more 
suitable  accommodation. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Surveyor  has  kindly  given  me  the  following  report  on  the 
sewage  outfall  works  — • 

“ The  whole  of  the  sewage  entering  the  above  works  is  treated 
on  the  biological  hltration  system.  Provision  is  made  for  dealing 
with  a flow  on  a dry  weather  basis  of  r)2d,()()0  gallons  per  24  hours 
from  a population  of  21, ()()()  persons,  having  a water  consumption 
of  25  gallons  per  head  per  day.  The  works  are  designed  for  full 
treatment  up  to  1,575, ()()()  gallons  per  day  and  a further  1,575,000 
gallons  is  provided  for  as  storm  water. 

All  sewage  and  storm  waters  entering  the  works  discharge 
into  a screening  and  detritus  tank.  Three  times  the  dry  weather 
flow  pass  through  primary  and  secondary  sedimentation  tanks 
and  septic  tanks,  ha\'ing  a combined  capacity  of  410, 000  gallons. 

Any  flow  in  excess  of  three  times  dry  weather  flow  passes  over 
a storm  water  overflow  and  discharges  into  stormwater  tanks. 

The  effluent  from  the  sewage  tanks  is  evenly  distributed  over 
.seven  circular  percolating  filters  by  means  of  rotary  sprinklers. 
After  the  tank  effluent  has  passed  through  the  filters  it  is  intercepted 
by  humus  tanks  for  final  settlement  before  di.scharge  to  the  river 
Tame. 

The  whole  of  the  sludge  from  the  tanks  (except  humus  tanks) 
is  pumped  into  specially  prepared  sludge  dr\’ing  beds  which  are 
underdrained  and  have  an  ash  foundation.  The  total  drying  area 
is  7,000  s(j.  yards.  Sludge  from  the  humus  tanks  is  ]nimped  back 
to  mix  with  the  incoming  fresh  sewage  for  sedimentation. 

Provision  is  made  so  that  all  supernatant  water  from  the 
tanks  is  also  returned  for  re-treatment. 

Ihe  works  have  continued  to  function  satisfactorily  during 
the  past  year  and  the  final  effluent  has  constantly  maintained  a 
good  standard  of  purification.”

CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  on  the  sanitary 

circumstances  of  the  district  for  the  year  1950. 

*/ 

During  the  year  we  have  experienced  some  staff  changes 
which  has  led  to  some  disruption  in  our  work  and  precluded  that 
continuity  in  the  services  which  we  endeavour  to  maintain.  Mr. 
Anderson  terminated  his  services  with  the  Council  in  December, 
1949,  and  the  vacancy  was  not  filled  until  April,  1950,  so  that  we 
were  without  a qualified  Inspector  during  that  time. 

Miss  V.  Futty,  the  welfare  officer,  who  had  been  with  us  for  the 
past  two  years,  was  transferred  to  the  Housing  Department  on  the 
26th  June.  Her  work  in  the  Health  Department  was  invaluable 
to  us  in  our  endeavour  to  secure  better  conditions  in  the  houses 
provided  and  controlled  by  the  Council,  and  in  which  we  have  many 
tenants  who  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  and  who  need 
constant  supervision.  Regular  and  periodic  visits  were  made  to 
these  families  and  considerable  improvement  was  noted  from  these 
visits.  Problem  families  and  verminous  houses  were  kept  under 
constant  supervision,  and  we  were  able,  during  the  time  she  was 
with  us,  to  compile  complete  records  of  the  whole  of  our  Council 
houses  from  which  we  were  able  to  extract  much  valuable  informa- 
tion for  future  use  as  regards  unsatisfactory  houses,  problem 
families,  aged  persons,  lack  of  proper  amenities  such  as  hot  water 
supply,  electricity,  and  environmental  conditions  generally. 
The  lack  of  this  help  will  be  felt  in  the  future. 

However,  steady  progress  has  been  made  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  we  have  been  able  to  make  headway  with  our 
duties  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  by  the  inspection  of  food 
premises,  and  official  action  to  secure  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act.  Bye-laws  with  regard  to  the  handling  of  foods 
under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  came  into  force  on  the 
16th  April,  1950.  These  bye-laws  are  intended  to  secure  sanitary 
and  cleanly  practices  and  conditions  in  connection  with  the 
handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  and  sale  of  food  in  the 
open  air,  and  should  prove  of  great  assistance  to  us  in  bringing 
about  hygienic  conditions  in  this  respect. 


Housing  during  the  year  shows  little  improvement  over  1949, 
forty-one  houses  only  ha\’ing  been  completed  against  thirty- 
seven  in  the  previous  year.  These  houses  are  all  situate  on  the 
new  Bentley  estate  which  was  compulsorily  acquired  in  1947,  the 
first  contract  for  thirty  houses  being  aj)proved  by  the  Ministry  on 
the  11th  February,  J94S. 

Up  to  the  31st  December,  19.79,  the  total  dwelling  houses 
completed  on  the  estate  was  78,  a figure  which  cannot  be  regarded 
as  very  gratifying,  having  regard  to  our  housing  needs  and  our 
financial  committments  involved  in  the  compulsory  accpiisition 
of  the  land. 

The  housing  figures  at  present  just  about  enable  us  to  cope 
with  the  natural  growth  of  the  population  and  leaves  little  or  no 
latitude  to  meet  the  requirements  with  regard  to  unfit  houses  and 
sub-tenants. 

There  are  some  1,299  of  the  former  and  959  of  the  latter, 
making  a total  of  2,159  houses  recjuired. 

Our  population  figures  indicate  an  increase  of  159  over  last 
year,  so  that  on  the  basis  of  four  persons  per  house,  approximately 
forty  houses  are  recpiired  to  meet  the  natural  growth  of  the 
population.  At  the  moment  therefore,  we  are  only  keeping  pace 
with  these  requirements,  and  little  else.  If  we  are  to  solve  the 
problem  in  the  next  ten  years,  we  require  at  least  259  houses  a year, 
and  this  is  the  figure  which  we  should  endeavour  to  attain,  and 
which  can  only  be  accomplished  by  planning  ahead  the  roads  and 
sewers  while  the  erection  of  houses  for  the  current  building 
programme  is  going  on,  so  maintaining  continuity  and  retaining 
operatives  on  the  site. 

In  concluding  these  opening  remarks  1 would  like  to  add  that 
when  I look  back  over  the  years  that  have  ])assed,  and  remember 
the  very  considerable  strides  that  have  been  made  as  typified  by 
our  improved  vital  statistics,  and  looking  forward  realise  the  work 
which  still  lies  ahead,  1 recall  and  miscjuote  the  words  of  the 
Welsh  Bard,  Eifion  Wynn  : — 

“ Lord,  why  did  you  allow  them  to  make  Darlaston 

so  drab  and  de])ressing,  and  the  life  of  a }mor  Sanitarv 

Inspector  so  short.”

It  will  be  seen  that  our  hgures  for  new  houses  show  little 
improvement  over  the  previous  year,  and  a considerable  reduction 
over  the  preceding  years  of  1946  to  1948.  As  there  is  only  an 
allocation  of  one  house  in  five  for  unfit  dwellings,  it  will  be  obvious 
that  little  progress  could  be  made  in  the  elimination  of  this  class 
of  property.

Action  Taken. 

The  only  houses  dealt  with  under  Section  11  during  the  year 
were  those  where  action  was  rendered  necessary  on  account  of 
the  defective  structural  condition  of  the  property,  the  houses 
being  situated  as  follows  — ■

Total  : 7. 
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During  the  past  thirty  years  the  responsibility  for  housing 
the  working  classes  has  fallen  primarily  upon  the  .Local  Authority, 
as  72%  of  all  houses  erected  during  that  period  were  Council  houses, 
private  enterprise,  as  in  most  towns,  having  failed  to  provide  the 
houses  necessary.  It  is  now  a generally  accepted  fact  that  as  far 
as  housing  for  this  section  of  the  community  is  concerned,  the 
responsibility  falls  upon  the  Local  Authority. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Local  Authority,  as  owners  of  2,108 
houses  are  the  landlords  of  87%  of  the  towns  dwellings  and  in  the 
course  of  time,  when  our  housing  developments  at  Bentley  are 
complete  and  the  slum  clearance  areas  have  been  developed  to 
their  fullest  extent,  the  Local  Authority  will  be  the  owners  of 
approximately  64%  of  the  houses  in  the  district  erected  for  letting. 

Although  it  is  very  desirable  that  those  able  to  do  so  should  be 
afforded  every  facility  to  erect  and  own  their  own  house,  it  is  a 
matter  for  careful  consideration  as  to  whether  facilities  should  be 
again  afforded  to  occupiers  of  Council  houses  to  purchase  them  in 
the  manner  provided  for  by  the  Housing  and  other  Acts,  as  in  the 
course  of  time  when  the  loans  are  paid  off,  the  rents  for  these  houses 
will  assist  considerably  the  local  exchequer.  There  is  little  doubt 
that  the  life  of  this  property,  being  carefully  maintained  by  the 
Council,  will  extend  much  beyond  the  period  of  the  loans. 

Although  the  erection  of  new  houses  is  regarded  by  the 
Ministry  as  the  most  satisfactory  method  of  meeting  the  existing 
shortage  of  houses  and  of  replacing  houses  which  are  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  an  important  contribution  to  both  ends  has 
been  made  in  the  1949  Act  by  financial  inducements  to  carry  out 
improvements  or  conversions  of  existing  houses  or  other  buildings. 

With  the  best  })ossible  progress  in  the  erection  of  new  houses, 
many  families  must  for  some  years  continue  to  occupy  houses 
which,  although  soundly  constructed  and  in  good  general  repair, 
lack  the  amenities  and  convenience  which  have  been  regarded  as 
essential  judged  by  modern  standards. 

This  Act  now  makes  possible  by  financial  assistance  on  reason- 
able terms  for  the  owner,  the  improvement  and  repair  of  this  class 
of  property,  and  at  a cost  which  will  reduce  the  burden  by  the 
tenant  substantially  to  what  it  would  be  if  this  work  was  carried 
out  under  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act,  1986.. 

It  may  be  summarised  briefly  by  stating  that  up  to  of 

the  cost  of  the  improvements  will  be  borne  by  the  Exchecjiier 
and  the  Local  Authority  in  the  proportion  of  70%  to  2")%.  This 
means  that  from  the  tenant’s  point  of  view  there  is  a substantial 
saving  compared  with  the  cost  which  would  fall  on  him  where  the 
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owner  bears  the  whole  cost  of  the  work,  when  he  is  then  entitled 
to  charge  8%  of  the  cost  of  the  improvements  as  permitted  in  the 
Rents  and  Mortgage  (Restriction)  Acts. 

To  the  owner  it  should  also  prove  an  attractive  proposition, 
as  he  obtains  50%  of  the  cost  and  is  enabled  to  charge  6%  to  the 
tenant.  As  it  is  possible  to  borrow  money  at  about  4%,  the 
proposition  should  appeal  to  any  landlord  who  is  anxious  to  safe- 
guard his  investment  for  the  future. 

Since  the  Act  received  the  Royal  Assent  on  the  30th  July,  1949, 
71  houses  have  been  improved  by  the  erection  of  kitchenettes  and 
the  provision  of  baths.  In  these  instances  the  work  was  carried 
out  by  the  owners  without  financial  assistance,  in  addition  to  which 
37  are  under  Notice  and  negotiations  proceeding  for  the  acquisition 
of  the  propoerty  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  average  cost  of  the  improvements  effected  was  £200  per 
house,  and  although  the  owners  would  have  been  entitled  to  charge 
£16  per  year  on  the  rents,  the  tenants  were  fortunate  in  only  having 
their  rents  increased  by  about  2/9d.  instead  of  6/-.  Few  owners 
however  could  afford  to  be  so  magnanimous,  but  the  provisions  of 
the  new  Act  will  enable  them  to  bring  their  property  up  to  a 
modern  standard  at  little  cost  to  themselves,  and  to  the  well-being 
and  comfort  of  their  tenants  who  ultimately  receive  the  benefit 
of  the  financial  provisions  of  this  Act. 

A little  more  publicity  is  needed  to  acquaint  owners  of  these 
provisions  and  the  facilities  which  have  been  placed  at  their 
disposal.  Whether  such  publicity  would  meet  with  success  in  this 
area  is  problematical,  as  much  property  is  already  mortgaged  and 
owners  are  reluctant  to  involve  themselves  in  financial  obligations. 
Landlords  in  districts  such  as  Darlaston  do  not  belong  to  the 
wealthy  class,  most  of  them  in  fact  could  be  reasonably  classed  as 
workers — provident  artisans  and  small  business  men — -people  who 
have  invested  their  life  savings  in  house  property  as  a security  for 
their  later  years. 

However,  the  Rent  and  Mortgage  (Restriction)  Acts  have 
closed  the  door  to  that  happy  state  by  retaining  rents  at  1918 
levels,  while  repair  and  maintenance  costs  are  well  over  300%  above 
1918  prices.  What  was  once  an  investment  has  become  a liability, 
and  so  property  is  frequently  changing  hands  and  owners  who  can 
secure  possession  seek  to  sell  rather  than  let.  So  houses  too  often 
change  hands  at  considerably  above  their  real  value. 

There  are  many  young  couples  now  in  lodgings  who,  not 
seeing  any  chance  of  getting  a new  house  for  some  years,  are 
prepared  to  pay  these  ridiculous  figures  for  property  which  cannot 
be  said  to  have  at  the  outside  more  than  eight  to  ten  years  life. 
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The  facilities  for  improvement  and  reconstruction  as  afore- 
mentioned are  intended  to  apply  only  to  houses  soundly  constructed 
and  having  a life  of  not  less  than  thirty  years. 

We  have  in  Darlaston  however,  some  1,200  dwellings  which 
cannot  be  considered  as  being  in  this  category,  the  structures  being 
defective,  with  rising  and  penetrating  dampness,  detached  wash- 
houses and  outside  conveniences  used  in  common,  and  generally 
ill-adapted  for  the  provision  of  such  amenities  as  kitchenettes  and 
bathrooms.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  these 
houses  in  habitable  repair  and  any  works  of  an  extensive  character 
would  be  beyond  the  resources  of  the  owners. 

Having  regard  to  the  short  life  of  this  property,  the  most  we 
can  do  is  to  endeavour  to  maintain  tlie  roofs  in  a watertight 
condition  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  in  good  order.  C onsider- 
able  deterioration  has  of  course  taken  place  over  the  war  years 
and  also  during  the  post-war  years,  when  materials  have  been 
scarce  and  controlled,  and  repair  work  costly. 

Owners  are  now  faced  with  catching  up  on  these  arrears  or 
losing  their  property.  Many  unfortunately  are  unable  to  do  the 
former  and  would  much  prefer  that  the  Local  Authority  exercise 
their  powers  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act.  As  the  Law 
stands  at  present,  any  capital  expenditure  represents  almost  a dead 
loss  as  rents  are  fixed  and  are  not  allowed  to  be  increased  except 
for  the  carrying  out  of  works  of  improvement. 

As  1 have  maintained  previously  in  my  reports,  landlords 
should  I feel,  be  permitted  to  substantially  increase  their  rents 
where  they  can  justify  the  issue  of  a certificate  of  fitness  by  the 
sanitary  authority.  It  hardly  seems  reasonable  or  fair  to  expect  a 
property  owner  to  maintain  his  houses  as  tliey  should  be  with  a 
40%  increase  dating  back  to  1020,  when  regard  is  had  to  increased 
prices  the  landlord  has  to  meet  in  maintaining  his  property  in  a 
reasonable  and  habitable  condition.

PUBLIC  BATHS. 

The  Public  Baths  are  situated  in  Victoria  Road  and  consist 
of  a swimming  pool  measuring  100  ft.  x 35  ft.,  with  depths  varying 
from  3 ft.  to  9 ft.  3 ins.,  and  holding  approximately  133,000  gallons 
of  water.  The  baths  were  opened  in  May,  1938. 

During  the  year  a total  number  of  89,199  persons  were 
recorded  as  using  the  swimming  and  slipper  baths — 77,571  for  the 
swimming  baths  and  11,628  for  the  slipper  baths. 

Three  additional  shower  baths  were  provided  during  the  3^ear.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  DISINFECTION. 

210  visits  have  been  made  to  infectious  cases  for  necessary 
investigation. 

101  premises  have  been  disinfected  after  infectious  or  other 
complaints,  20  being  for  verminous  conditions. 

Terminal  disinfection  was  carried  out  in  the  case  of  seven 
deaths  from  T.B.,  and  bedding  was  either  destroyed  or  steam 
disinfected. 


PETROLEUM  ACTS. 


38  licences  were  issued  for  the  bulk  storage  of  38,970  gallons 
of  motor  spirit. 

Three  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  carbide  of  calcium 
— a total  of  16  cwts. 

Three  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  9,500  gallons 
of  cellulose,  special  storage  being  provided  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Cellulose  Regulations. 


REFUSE  REMOVAL. 

This  work  is  carried  out  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public 
Works  Department.  Mechanical  transport  is  used  for  the  collection 
of  domestic  refuse,  which  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on 
land  situated  on  the  fringe  of  the  area. 

The  land  now  being  used  for  the  purpose  does  not  permit  of 
satisfactory  tipping  on  account  of  the  necessity  for  tipping  above 
the  surrounding  ground  level,  so  making  it  difficult  to  keep  the 
material  properly  covered. 

However,  negotiations  are  in  hand  for  the  acquisition  of  a 
considerable  area  of  land  at  Bentley,  used  as  sand  beds.  The  site 
is  well  placed,  dry,  of  considerable  depth,  and  should  be  excellent 
for  the  purpose  and  not  likely,  if  properly  controlled,  to  become  a 
nuisance. 

All  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  are  provided  with  portable 
galvanised  dustbins  which  are  emptied  at  intervals  of  about  eight 
to  ten  days.  The  previous  arrangements  whereby  bins  were 
purchased  in  bulk  by  the  Council  and  retailed  to  property  owners 
will  be  discontinued  in  April  next,  when  the  Local  Authority  will 
take  over  entirely  the  responsibility  of  replacing  and  providing 
dustbins  as  part  of  their  general  responsibility  for  collection  and 
disposal. 

The  charge  on  the  rates  is  expected  to  be  about  ;^400  per  year, 
which  means  that  the  cost  per  house  will  be  approximately  l/5d. 
per  year.  This  I think,  will  prove  to  be  most  economical  from 
the  property  owner’s  point  of  view  and  easy  to  operate  from  the 
administrative  aspect.  It  will  also  remove  a source  of  irritation 
both  to  the  owner  and  the  Local:  Authority  alike. 


MEAT  AND  FOODS. 


134  pigs  have  been  slaughtered  during  the  year  -75  on  private 
premises  and  59  on  licensed  premises. 

There  are  161  pig-keepers  on  the  register. 

Ten  persons  have  been  licensed  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
Act  during  the  year. 

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  one 
only  having  been  used  for  the  purpose  during  the  year  for  the 
killing  and  dressing  of  cottagers  pigs.  It  is  hoped  that  both  these 
premises  will  be  brought  into  proper  use  in  the  near  future  as  they 
are  well  constructed  and  provided  with  all  the  necessary  apparatus 
and  modern  appliances.

Considerable  time  has  been  given  during  the  year  to  the 
inspection  of  premises  wliere  food  is  prepared,  stored  or  sold,  and 
attention  drawn  to  shortcomings  and  deficiencies,  in  addition 
to  which  attention  has  been  given  to  the  educational  side  of  the 
work  in  emphasising  the  need  for  cleanliness  and  care  in  handling 
foods  in  course  of  preparation  for  sale. 

These  inspections  indicate  that  there  is  much  work  to  be  done 
in  bringing  premises  up  to  a reasonable  standard  in  providing 
facilities  to  enable  cleanliness  to  be  maintained  and  seeing  that 
appropriate  use  is  made  of  the  facilities  provided.

Grade  4 category  is  regarded  as  an  unsatisfactory  recording 
and  in  these  instances  steps  were  taken  to  ascertain  the  reason 
for  this  low  grading.  Of  the  nine  mentioned,  four  were  local, 
the  remaining  five  being  from  manufacturers  outside  the  area. 
The  latter  were  dealt  with  through  the  Local  Authority  concerned. 

Of  the  four  local,  three  were  from  the  manufacturer  where 
heat  treatment  was  carried  out  and  one  where  the  ice  cream  was 
a cold  mix. 

In  the  former  case  the  trouble  was  traced  to  failure  on  behalf 
of  the  manufacturer  to  properly  sterilise  certain  parts  of  the  plant, 
and  in  the  case  of  the  cold  mix,  a defect  was  discovered  in  the 
refrigerator,  which  failed  to  maintain  the  required  temperature. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILK  SHOPS. 

The  whole  of  the  milk  supply  in  the  district  is  heat  treated, 
approximately  75%  of  the  milk  retailed  being  sterilised. 

There  are  no  sterilising  plants  or  pasteurising  plants  in  the 
district. 

Details  in  connection  with  the  bacteriological  examination 
and  the  results  are  indicated  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  section  of 
this  report. 

There  are  no  registered  cow-keepers  in  the  district.

Outworkers. 

No  lists  were  received  from  local  hrms  as  regards  employment 
of  outworkers.  One  notification  was  received  in  compliance  with 
Section  110  of  two  outworkers  residing  in  the  area. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT  AND  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  conditions  in  the  Green  Ward  where  most  of  oiir  industries 
are  situated  are  far  from  satisfactory  from  the  point  of  view  of 
atmospheric  pollution. 

Many  complaints  have  been  received  of  the  excessive  discharge 
of  grit  and  smoke  from  pulverised  fuel  plant  and  oil  operated 
furnaces. 

The  nuisance  in  the  former  case  is  one  of  long  standing  which 
calls  for  some  dehnite  action  to  secure  some  measure  of  relief  to 
tenants  of  nearby  houses  from  the  intolerable  conditions  created 
by  the  emission  of  grit  from  tiie  pulverised  fuel  furnaces. 
At  periods  when  the  wind  is  in  the  direction  of  these  houses,  which 
are  situated  but  a few  yards  from  the  factory  in  (piestion,  the 
conditions  are  such  that  the  windows  and  doors  must  be  kept  closed, 
and  even  then  dust  and  grit  seeps  through  every  small  crack  and 
crevice  and  covers  everything  with  a him  of  gritty  particles, 
making  life  a misery  for  the  housewives. 

The  matter  is  being  taken  in  hand  and  it  is  hoped  in  the  near 
future  that  the  furnaces  will  be  converted  to  oil. 

With  regard  to  the  nuisance  from  oil  furnaces,  the  complaint 
here  is  with  regard  to  the  dense  clouds  of  black  smoke  periodically 
discharged  into  the  atmosphere  and  which  is  aggravated  at 
irregular  intervals,  particularly  when  starting  up  from  cold  and 
after  the  frecpient  “ breaks  ” which  take  place  during  the  day. 
The  personal  element  in  the  operation  of  these  furnaces  is  respon- 
sible in  great  measure  for  these  discharges,  as  the  regulation  of  the 
furnaces  has  a great  deal  to  do  with  the  amount  of  smoke  ejected, 
hortunately,  we  have  the  whole-hearted  co-o])eration  of  the  firm 
in  (piestion  who  have  on  occasions  impressed  upon  the  ojieratix’es 
the  need  for  exercising  care  when  restoring  the  temperature  of  the 
furnaces. 

We  have  little  complaint  to  make  with  regard  to  the  steam 
boilers,  as  most  of  these  are  pro\’ided  with  mechanical  stokers, 
which  help  considerably  in  mitigating  any  nuisance  from  this  kinci 
of  boiler  furnace. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 


A Rodent  Operative  is  engaged  part-time  for  this  work,  and 
systematic  disinfestation  is  undertaken  on  the  various  tips,  sewage 
works  and  brook  courses. 

As  regards  business  premises,  the  work  is  charged  for  on  a time 
and  material  basis,  and  private  dwellings  at  a nominal  charge  of 
five  shillings  per  house.  Council  houses  being  exempt  from  the 
charge.

Two  test  baitings  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  during  the 

hnancial  year,  25%  of  the  manholes  being  baited  and  covering 
all  the  various  Wards  of  the  town. 

Where  complete  takes  were  recorded  the  remaining  manholes 
in  the  street  were  baited,  but  very  few  complete  takes  were  recorded, 
indicating  that  the  degree  of  infestation  was  slight. 

Indications  are  that  systematic  treatment  of  areas  likely  to 
harbour  rats  is  bearing  fruit.
